" » 1 .y Emphasize by a short second paragraph that this evidence nas 
cop • to light only in the last week subsequent to the adjournment of 
the Congress, and tna t it reflects a clear effort to effect tne maximum 
possible speed and secrecy in the buildup. This would be aired in part 
at the members of Congress who nave been repeatedly Driefed and assured 
that there was no good evidence of offensive weapons. (This was said cy 
General Carter and Secretary Rusk at several times in September, and most 
recently by Mr. William Bundy to the Mahon Subcommittee as recently as 
S Octuber.) A sentence might be added that the President is bringing 
the facts clearly to the American people at the earliest possible moment 
consistent with tieir accurate interpretation and with the consistent devel- 
opment of the proper course of action. Perhaps emphasize that this 
information was not available in any form -while the Congress was still 
in session, and that the Administration has consistency followed the 
practice of informing the Congress of the facts at the earliest time 
it could be done without prejudice to intelligence sources. 

2. Add to the top of the second page quotes from tne Congressional 
Resolution, and perhaps also from/he President's statements. The quotes 
from the Resolution wouid help to identify the Congress clearly witn 
approval of this type of action and would a: the least gain sD.me good will 
with sucn key Senators as Russell 'who worked on the Resoltion. . . . Then, 
perhaps making a separate paragraph, hit even harder at the repeated Soviet 
statements as deliberate deception.
